Keating, sixteen years old, a ..messenger 
boy of the Western Union Telegraph' 
Company, at Oil City. Mike has been 
in the employ of the Telegraph Com- 
pany since he was old enough to carry 
dispatches, and nearly all of'this.timche' 
has been in the oircxchiuigo at Oil City, 
carrying• messages to and from--the_ 
brokers. The large operators in. petroleum, 
send their dispatches in. cipher. 
The 


boy has earned-so muny messages sent 
by 
the! '. Standard'. from 
its 
head- 


quarters at Cleveland that he had un- 
raveled the mystic characters and'could 
react them..like..a .printed page. Just 
prior to the recent extraordinary advance 
in the petroleum market, when th'e price 
jumped in-a-few days from fifty cents to 
$1.35, Keating carried a number of tele- 
grams to' the Standard's brokers ordering 
them to -buy- 
large blocks of -oil. The 


monopoly had laid its plans to boom the 
market, "and its -Oil City brokers were 
ordered to buy every thing.
